@nd army staffs as advisers or ex- 
perts in various arms; captains and 
Bubalterns in the brigades; and in- 
structors in the officer and non- 
commissioned officer training cen- 
tres as well as artillery, tank, small 
erms and other schools, There were 
certain air force instructors, and 
possibly naval men as well, but we 
did not meet these. 


INTERESTING THEORIES 

To an infantryman in the line all 
staff officers are beings who move 
On a different plane. But as a com- 
pany commander, and more so when 
commanding a battalion, I attended 
many conferences at division and 
corps headquarters where actual 
end imaginary problems were dis- 
cussed and had the opportunity to 
listen to quite a number of these 
experts, whose theories were always 
Original and interesting, though 
sometimes I could not agree with 
them. 

These advisers almost always 
spoke only in Russian, with a 
competent interpreter, so that they 
could express their ideas more 
clearly, though more than once I 
have heard them correct the inter- 
preter when he gave a mistaken 
translation. Thus I never got to 
know any of these in a personal 
manner, but I did learn from them 
how the Red Army mind is trained 
to handle problems which arise. 


INSTRUCTORS ON CONTRACT 

It was the men in the’ brigades 
that we really got to know best. 
These men were generally attached 
to one or another battalion head- 
quarters to act as instructors under 
the command of the commanding 
officer. They were on three and six 
month contracts and worked espec- 
fally with the machine gunners, 
trench mortar crews, anti-tank pla- 
toons, snipers and so forth. 


Under the difficult conditions of 
Spanish service these Red Army 
men stood up very well and never 
ducked any job which you might 
give them. Under fire I never saw 
a single one play the coward, 
while most of them struck me as 
being extremely brave men, 
though not so foolhardy as some 
of our Canadian officers were in- 
clined to be. Perhaps that was be- 
cause they were not actually lead- 
ing small commands into the 
ascault.

INTELLIGENT OFFICERS 

If'they were any criterion of Red 
Army officers, and I believe they 
were, then the younger officers in 
the Russian army are an intelligent, 
disciplined, b’ave and likeable lot 
of men. If they can handle their 
own troops as well as those they in- 
structed in Spain, they will give a 
good account of themselves against 
the Hitler invasion. 

A few of them went by the book 
in all they did. Their final answer to 
a problem they could not grasp or a 
proposal they could not quite un- 
derstand would be to refer to the 
manual. But these people exist in 

every army unfortunately. Most of 
them, on the other hand, showed 
remarkable initiative and original- 
ity. 

All these young officers spoke 
either English or Spanish, some- 
times both, so there were no 
language barriers. When you share 
the same dugout with a man for 
several months it is not long be- 
fore you begin borrowing each 
other's equipment and dividing up 
parcels which come from home. 

I would say definitely that they 
all seemed to be an excellent type

There was Nicolai, who always

SAVING MEDIUM 


He cited a study which had been 
made of six credit unions and it 
had been found that every one of 
the members had borrowed. He 
urged that every member who bor- 
rowed, should be made to save 
something. People should be taught 
when borrowing, to “make their 
notes right.” 

Under the Federal law for op- 
erating credit unions, a maximum 
dividend rate of six per cent had 
been set, but he wished it had not 
been made more than five per 
cent. 

He pointed out that “credit 
unions are not investment institu- 
tions” and he warned “don’t let fifth 
columnists in to charge heavy in- 
terest and to compete with recog- 
nized investment institutions, or 
service will be thrown out the win- 
dow. Don't let your credit union 
become a money-lender.” He urg 
ed that the credit unions should not 
become so successful that they for- 
got their friends.

Measured that way, or 
in terms of dollars and cents against 
a somewhat increased cost of living, 
the tax is a reality easily recognizable 
in prospect and bound to be still more 
pressingly apparent in the application. 

However, if the Minister did not 
get the money that way he would have 
to get it some other way, perhaps by 
a method more irksome or more in- 
paras to the national economy. At 
least those who pay this particular 
tax have the satisfaction of knowing 
it costs the Government next to 
nothing to collect. Aside from book- 
keeping expenses, the whole amount 
goes into the war chest as net revenue. 
And the payers have made no protest 
against the increase, steep as it is. 
They would, it may be assumed, rather, 
pay eash now than have to pay off a 
oan plus interest in the days to come.

Prime Minister Wins Confidence 
When Changes Reveal Elas- 
ticity of His Mind 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

The dismissal of General Sir Archibald 
Wavell from the MiddjJe East command is 
of great military significance. It means 
that the strategy in this area is to be 
changed from the sate and cautious type to 
something with more dash, urgency and 
contempt of risk. 

But this shuffle of high officers means a 
great deal more than an 
alteration in military strat- 
egy. It affords an intimate 
glim into the working 
of Mr. Churchill's mind. 

That glimpse is highly 
reassuring. 

But first, the military 
consequences of this 
switch: 

It is not to be thought 
that General Wavell has 
been cer eed from Oils 
Haro command as a failure. On 

na L. Wete the contrary, his sound 
organizing genius will probably have laid 
the foundation for the sweeping victories 
which we are entitled to anticipate in the 
East. In India, where he now assumes 
command, that same organizing ability will 
be employed to strengthen the defences of 
that portion of the Empire which, under 
the turn of circumstances, may shortly be

Australia Annoyed 


The most forceful critic of the direc- 
tion of affairs in the Middle East has been 
Australia.

At its 
height, this criticism threatened to equal 
in bitterness the storm that followed the 
failure of the Gallipoli campaign in the 
first Great War.

No Fear Or Favor 


It may be assumed that this change 
was not made without considerable heart 
burning on the part of a certain section of 
the British cabinet that traditionally would 
resent what they are pleased to call 
“colonial interference.” 

It is a tribute, therefore, to Mr. 
Churchill's remarkable independence of 
mind that he should order this shift with- 
Out bowing to this powerful faction. 

It is very clear that Mr, Churchill is 
minded to prosecute this war without any 
consideration for politwal feelings. He is 


obviously ready to blast parties and fac- 
tions into kingdom come should partyism 
or factionalism begin to weaken the war 
effort. 

That our imperial leader should be 
committed to his high task without fear or 
favor is of tremendous importance to the 
fortunes of the entire Empire. 

Mr. Churchil is amenable to the wishes 
of Parliament. He is not amenable to the 
log-rolling of parties. 

It seems that we have acquired lead- 
ership which possesses the strength of 
dictatorship with none of its malevolent 
qualities, which displays the -virtues of 
Democracy with few of its weaknesses. 


No Fixed Ideas 

Another quality of Mr. Churchill's 
demonstrated in this move is his elasticity 
of mind. ‘ 

He has no preconceived ideas. He stag- 
gers under the burden of no fixations. He 
does not regard a highly-placed general as 
an act of God but rather as a cog in the 
British fighting machine. 

And if the displacement of a general 
will increase the efficiency of that mach- 
ine, Mr. Churchill is willing to effect that 
displacement with the same nonchalance 
he would display in ordering the transfer 
of a private soldier. 

This is a tremendous virtue in leadership 
because, when so much power is con- 
centrated into the hand of one man, he 
tends to regard himself and his higher 
subordinates as a fixed hierarchy, im- 
movable except by death. 

Mr. Churchill is plainly determined 
that if mistakes have been made once, 
they shali not be repeated if he has to fire 
every general on the staff to prevent their 
repetition. 

It is unusual to find a man anxious to 
profit by his mistakes. It is more unusual 
to find a man willing to admit that mis- 
takes have been made, Mr. Churchill 
seems to posses both these rare virtues.

The Nazi Department of Popular En- 
lightenment will be working overtime on 
forged despatches and fake photographs to 
sway neutrals and keep up the spirits of 


the German people. 

“Nordleyset” the 
paper published in New York gives a 
timely ftustration of how the Nazi propa- 
gandists fake pictures. A prominent Dan- 
ish citizen dropped into a picture show. 
On the news-reel was a film showing the 
German troops marching into Copenhagen 
in April, 1940. He was aghast at the 
manner in which his countrymen greeted 
the marthing invaders. Worst of all, he 
saw his own wife in one of the front 
rows, cheering and waving greetings. He 
hurried home to baw! out his wife and 
accuse her of treason. 

Protesting her innocence, the wife in- 
sisted on seeing the film with her own 
eyes. Sure enough it was she. But she 
noted that the hat she wore was one that 
she had not used for two years. Then the 
trick revealed itself. The scene had been 
taken from an old newsreel, showing the 
Copenhagen crowds greeting the royal 
Danish couple as apes drove through their 
capital. The Nazi fakers in Goebbel’s De- 
partment of Popular Enlightenment had 
used the old film to “cut into” that of the, 
German troops.

Picture of Hitler 


During ail the strain and drive of the 
present war, how is Herr Hitler standing 
up under it? You've often pondered that 
question. A most reliable witness is here 
to testify that Hitler is dog-tired, looks 
dyspeptic, his hair is fraying and he has 
developed a prison pallor. 

The witness is John Cudahy, ex-U.S, 
ambassador to Belgium, whom Hitler 
summoned to Berchtesgaden recently to 
assure the American people that he loves 
everybody, especially the Americans, and 
has no evil intentions towards them. A 
good many  people—myself included— 
thought Cudahy had no business to use 
his prestige for that purpose. His later ar- 
ticle, giving his personal impressions of 
Hitler, does ample atonement. L 

Cudahy has seen Hitler at Brown Shirt 
meetings, and only two weeks before had 
heard him address the Reichstag on the 
campaign in Greece. In these appearances 
Hitler had looked so much taller and more 
commanding that at first Cudahy could 
hardly identify the slight, frail figure who 
held out a cold hand to him. 

Cudahy says he was struck by the un- 
healthy pallor of Hitler's skin, like the 
prison-palor that convicts get when long 
confined to their cells. He looked dys- 
peptic and fagged-out.. His eyes were 
swollen, with puffy rings about them— 
bearing out the story that he gets but 
four hours rest each night. 

The long, cold stare with which Hitler 
met the writer, gave Cudahy a chance to 
comment on the cold, pale-green eyes of 
the Fuehrer. He calls them harsh, metale 
lic eyes that indicate a fanatical will, 
eared to frenzy, and without any redeem- 
ing element of sympathy or kindliness. 

Hitler is becoming gray about the tem- 
ples and the mustache. When the former 
ambassador said-that there was fear of the 
German menace in the western hemi- 
sphere, Hitler gave a harsh, raucous and 
wholly mirthless laugh. 

It’s an unpleasant picture that Cudahy 
gives of the conqueror of Europe. Life is 
starting to avenge itself on the man who 
plunged the world into war.

The routine to which we intro- 
duce the baby is essential. It is good 
for his stomach to have regular 


meals; it is Necessary for good 
habits that his activities, sleep, food, 
and recreation be ordered and un- 
Changing. 


It is by such methods that we 
Provide a child a feeling of secur- 
ity, a recognition that the same 
things happen in the same way 
day after day. Such routine also 
Gives him an idea of discipline, 
Thece recurring events are out- 
tide of his gontrol. That is dis- 
Cipline. 

But once we have established 
habits, these unchanging routines, 
We have to go nbout gétting the 
Chiid adjusted to changes. We can- 
not insure that the child will con- 
tinuously have the same surround- | 
ings and that there never will be 
any deviation in ais rottine. We 
may as well bring about change in- 

stead of letting it be thrust upon the 
child. 

A child of 9 months was taken in 
the car to the country for a visit 
with relatives. The mother looked 
forward to the visit with: pleasure 
because she had not been away 
from home since the child's birth. 
But the baby refused to drink his 
formula, though it was the same 
formula, because he was not drink- 
ing it in his familiar bedroom, 

He refused to lie down and take a 
fap on a strange bed, nor would he 
drink water from a strange cup. 
The whole visit was ruined and the 
mother and child were in a state of 
nervousness until the baby was 
back in his own home again. 

The feeling of security we give 
children by providing them an 
ordered and unchanging world 
must be followed by the experi- 
ence of adjusting themselves, at 
times, to a disordered and chang- 
ing one. 

It best can be done by moving the 
baby about at home, letting him lie 
first on ome bed and then on an- 
Other. Offer him food in different 
Gurroundings. Let strangers take

It is not my in- 
tention at this time to endeavor to 
convert my vegetarian friends into 
being meat eaters, but I do want to 
draw their attention to the fact thal 
protein is absolutely necessary to 
continuance of life and it cannot be 
satisfactorily replaced by any other 
dietary factor. All living cells are 
dependent for their existence upon 
this protein substance, 


Scientist have assigned to meat, | 


milk and fish the highest protein 
value, representing 100 while corn 
and wheat proteins were given 
values of 30 and 40. The population 
of certain parts of China derive a 
large part of their protein from the 
soy bean, and to a negligible exteni 


from the animal proteins. When it is | 


pointed out that on the average 
some 40 per cent of the protein of 
the American diet is derived from 
milled cereals, and about ten per 
cent from vegetables, making 50 per 
cent from proteins of low value, for 
growth, it is easily understood that 
the use of animal proteins for child- 
Ten and for’ convalescents is a 
necessity.

Home-made ice cream is an ideal 
hot weather dish. Remember that 


it’s a food. If you include ice cream | 


in your menus, consider it an in- 
tegral part of the diet, not just 
something extra. 


APRICOT ICE CREAM 
(Makes % quart) 
One-half package (scant 1-3 cup) 
vanilla ice cream powder, 2 table- 
spoons sugar, 1 cup milk, 1 cup 
cream whipped % cup dried apri- 
cots cut in thin strips. 


Combine ice cream powder and | 


sugar. Add milk very gradually, 
Stirring until dissolved. Fold in 
whipped cream. Turn into freezing 
tray of automatic refrigerator, set. 
ting control for coldest freezing 
temperature, Stir when frozen ‘4 
inch thick on sides and twice more 
at 20-minute intervals, adding apri- 
cots with third stirring. Freezing 
time: about 3 hours. 


PEACH ICE CREAM 

One-half cup peach jam,- % cup 
undiluted evaporated milk, % tea- 
spoon salt, 3 or 4 drops almond 
extract, % cup heavy cream, whip- 
ped to custard-like consistency. 

Add evaporated milk to peach 
jam and stir until blended, add salt 
and almond extract, then fold in 
the heavy cream whipped to a 
custard-like consistency. Freeze in 
refrigerator tray until mushy; re- 
move from refrigerator, scrape bot- 
tom and sides, then beat until 
smooth, Return to refrigerator and 
freeze for 3% hours. (This is a very 
economical method.) 

Here is a delicious raspberry 
sherbet that can be made in an 
ordinary crank freezer. The recipe 
may be halved, if necessary. 


RASPBERRY SHERBET 
(8 to 10 portions) 

Two pint boxes red raspberricr, 
1 cup sugar, 1 cup water, pinch of 
salt, juice of 1 orange, 2 egg whites 

Washe berries, crush and cover 
with sugar and water. Allow to 
stand a few minutes. Heat to boijl- 
ing and strain through fine cloth. 
Chill. Add salt, orange juice, and 
egg white. Freeze in crank freezer 
One part rock salt to eight parts 
crushed ice is good proportion for 
sherbet, Turn slowly to produce 
fine texture, increasing the speed 
the last few minutes to increase 
bulk

Chicago Paper 


Urges Prairie 
Highway Route 


Chicago Tribune of June 15 has 
published a large article on the 
proposed “prairie route” for the 
Alaska highway, accompanied by 
a large man of the projected road. 
Copy of the article was received 
here by Charlies H. Grant, K.C., 

legal advisor to the Alberta Motor 
Association. 

The article was written from a 
letter sent by Halbor L. Halvorson, 
Minot, N.D., president of the newly- 
formed association of Canadian and 
U.S. businessmen who are sponsor- 
ing the prairie route. 

The prairie route. Mr, Halvorson 
pointed out, is almost a direct line 
from Chicago to Fairbanks, Alaska, 
and is 800 miles shorter than the 
projected “A” and “B” routes from 
Seattle to Fairbanks through thé 
mountains. 


ONLY 700 MILES 

The prairie route would only re- 
quire 700 miles of new road to be 
built, with improvement to some 
of the existing roads. It would also 
be a year-round route as the coast 
route has 80 to 90 inches of rainfall 
annually and 18 feet of snow in 
winter. 

The prairie routé could be built 
in a few months while it would 
take years to build the mountain 
road. The inland road also would 
not be accessible to air attack, it 
was stated.
